No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during April, May and June, 1955. 


April. 


Pressure and Wind.—During April the weather in Western Australia was largely controlled 
by high pressure systems ; however, three major depressions were responsible for widespread rain 
in the sub-tropics. 


The first depression, which was identified off the south-west corner of the State on the 6th 
moved slowly south-eastwards into the Bight during the following week. Throughout its passage 
this system was responsible for north-north-westerly winds which later backed south-west in 
the affected area. The third depression followed a similar but rather more southerly track than 
the first. The area affected was not as great as on the 6th nor did this system persist as long. 


The second rain bearing system was a low pressure trough which extended southwards from 
the tropics and intensified over the sub-tropics. This caused rain over a wide area including 
parts of the East Gascoynes. 


Thunderstorms over the Kimberleys gave widespread rains towards the end of April. Easterly 
winds predominated throughout the month except during the passage of the above mentioned 
cyclones, when westerlies prevailed over the south-western quarter of the State. 


Rainfall_—The season opened throughout most of the agricultural area in April following 
widespread rains on the 10th. These falls were followed by further general rains between the 
2lst and 23rd and again on the 28th and 29th. As a consequence of these falls all but a few 
centres received totals above the normal for April. The South-Eastern Division shared in these 
rains, but to a rather less extent than the South-West Division. 


Following a few sporadic falls earlier in the month thunderstorms in the Kimberley Divisions 
produced heavy falls during the last week. 


The highest daily fall was 330 points at Walpole on the 22nd, and highest weekly total regis- 
tered at Walpole, was 906 points. 


Temperature.—In nearly all stations in Western Australia temperatures were above average 
during the first seven days. 


The subsequent maximum temperatures showed a marked drop in the sub-tropics and on 
only a few occasions exceeded the normal. 


Cooler conditions gradually enveloped the State until maximum temperatures were below 
normal generally in the tropics as well as in the south. In the last eleven days only one reading 
equal to or above 100 degrees was recorded. 


The highest temperature recorded was 107 degrees at Anna Plains on the Ist, and the lowest 
34 degrees at Bridgetown, also on the Ist. 


Metropolitan.—Apart from the first seven days when the weather was generally fine and 
warm to hot, Perth experienced a cool and cloudy April with a particularly high rainfall. 


There were 493 points of rain, the third highest April total on record for Perth. Rain fell 
on eleven days, five of them (8th-12th) being consecutive. 


The highest temperature was 93-8 degrees recorded on the 7th, 17-5 degrees above average, 
-and the lowest 47-0 degrees on the 17th was 10-3 degrees below. The average maximum was 
exceeded on only six days and the average minimum on fifteen days. 


Easterly winds were the most frequent and the greatest velocity was 43 m.p.h. from the 
E.N.E. on the 26th. 


May. 


Pressure and Wind.—Depressions which developed off the south-west coast on the 7th, 
20th, 25th and 30th moved eastwards over the sub-tropics during the following days. A tropical 
low pressure system developed off the north-west coast on the 16th and then moved in a south- 
east direction into Central Australia. 


For the remainder of the period high pressure systems controlled the weather over most 
of the State. 


During the last week gale force north-west to westerly winds over the South-West Division 
caused widespread damage to fences and roofs of houses on farms and blew down telegraph and 
electric light wires. Market gardeners in the Spearwood district suffered serious damage to 
their crops. Gusts of up to 68 m.p.h. were recorded in Perth during this period. 


Shipping in the Bight and off the West coast encountered huge seas and gale force westerly 
winds which interfered with their schedules. 
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Rainfall.—The outstanding feature of this month’s rainfall has been the abnormally heavy 
widespread rains recorded in the tropics during the third week. These falls extended southward 
over a wide area of the northern agricultural districts, the Northern and Eastern Goldfields and 
the Eucla Division. ‘Totals between 3 inches and 4 inches were common in the De Grey, Fortescue 
and in many parts of the Kimberleys but they were much lighter as the rain extended southward. 
In the Ashburton district a two-year-old drought was broken and an excellent season is assured 
for most of the pastoral areas of the State. 


The highest total for May for these areas was recorded at La Grange with 595 points. 


In the sub-tropics rainfall was generally average or above average in most districts, though 
it was only in the last few days of the month that the main rains occurred over a large part of 
the agricultural districts. On the 26th, an intense depression off the south-west coast brought the 
first good rains in May. Before this, there had been some rain in the South-West Division but the 
best falls were confined to the coastal areas. 


On the 31st another deep depression off the lower west coast brought further moderate to 
heavy falls to most of the sub-tropical divisions. 


The highest total in the State was 916 points recorded at Walpole. 


Temperature.—Temperatures were below normal on most days except for the period between 
the 4th and llth, when they were generally normal or slightly above normal. The highest re- 
corded was 98 degrees at Derby on the 11th. 


Frosts were reported at widely scattered places in the South-West and South-East Divisions 
on the 5th, 13th, 14th, 16th, 24th and 25th. The lowest temperature was 30 degrees recorded at 
Bridgetown on the 16th. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth temperatures were mainly below normal and they ranged from 
74 degrees (5 degrees above normal) on the 4th to a minimum of 46-9 degrees (5-7 degrees below 
normal) on the 2lst. 


Rainfall totalled 533 points on 11 days, 369 points of which fell on the last six days. 
A thick fog on the night of the 20th blanketed the metropolitan area and interrupted road, 
air and river traffic. 


A severe thunderstorm on the 9th disrupted road traffic and caused power failures in many 
suburbs. 


During the last week, large quantities of sand were carried out to sea at the metropolitan 
beaches and sections of the beach road were eaten away. Small river and ocean craft were 
washed ashore and damaged, also, by the gales and heavy seas experienced at this time. 


June. 


Pressure and Wind.—For the greater part of the first three weeks of this month the high 
pressure systems followed a more southerly path than is normal in June. It was only in the 
closing stages that anticyclones were centred over the mainland. 


Depressions likewise followed a more southerly path and only one major system developed 
in the vicinity of Cape Leeuwin. Cold fronts associated with this depression of the 9th, in con- 
junction with a low pressure trough extending southwards from the tropics, caused widespread 
rain west of a line from Port Hedland to Eucla. 


Gale force westerly winds were experienced in the lower west and south coastal sub-divisions 
on the 9th and depressions south of their normal June track, caused westerly winds on a few 
occasions in the southern districts. Elsewhere in the State winds were chiefly easterly. 


During the final week the anticyclones moved northwards and the low pressure trough which 
had persisted off the north-west coast moved to the west. 


Rainfall.—Rainfall was above average except in the West Gascoyne, South-West and a large 
part of the East Kimberley Divisions. 

In the De Grey and Fortescue Divisions, and the Mundiwindi-Three Rivers-Peak Hill area 
averages were over three inches, whilst the West Kimberley and the South-Eastern Divisions 
were over two inches. The North-Eastern and Eucla Divisions each averaged over four inches, 
which is abnormal for these areas in June. 


In most of the South-West Division there were deficits ranging from 26 per cent. to 61 per cent. 


Most of the rain in the tropics fell in the initial fortnight, as in the Gascoynes, South-East, 
North-East and Eucla Divisions. In the latter three divisions further rain fell after the 15th 
and increased the flood problem existing in these areas. 


Widespread heavy to moderate falls were recorded throughout the South-West Division 
between the 9th and 11th but on the 20th and 25th although covering the same areas, falls were 
much lighter. 


The highest rainfall total for the month was 806 points recorded at Margaret River in the 
south coastal sub-division where light to moderate rains were received throughout the month. 
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a Tenperature.—Perhaps the most noticeable features of the temperatures throughout the 
State, during the first three weeks, were the very low maxima recorded in the tropics on. several, 
accasions, 


From the 22nd onwards frosts were reported from over a wide area. They were recorded’ 
as far north as Wittenoom Gorge and from the west coast to Warburton Range. The incidence 
of frosts decreased towards the end of the month and was confined more to the South-West and 
South-East Divisions. 


The highest temperature, 99 degrees was recorded at Kalumburu on the 18th and the lowest 
25 degrees at Wandering on the 28th. 


Metropolitan.—This June was the driest on record since 1893, a total of 344 points being 
recorded on ten wet days. 


Day temperatures were generally above average during the first nine days but thereafter 
were above on only two occasions. The highest reading 68-8 degrees (4-4 degrees above normal) 
was recorded on the 8th, and the lowest 34-9 degrees (14-9 degrees below normal) on the 22nd. 
This minimum temperature is the lowest that has been recorded in Perth during June. 


Winds were chiefly easterly with occasional westerly winds as fronts passed through Perth, 
The highest velocity was 45 m.p.h. from the west-north-west on the 9th and 10th.
